street and before at was under control, 
the roof had been burned alm ost to a 
tinder, the second story th e sam e, and 
the lower floor and w alls badly dam­ 
aged from water. 
The truck made a quick run 
but 
the hydrants were stuck and before a 
large wrench could be secured, 
the 
attic and roof were a mass of flam es. 
To add to other handicaps, the water 
froze to everything 
it 
hit, 
nearly 
froze the hands of the men handling 
the hose and nozzle, and made 
the 
fighting extrem ely 
difficult, 
jminful 
and dangerous. 
Finally the fire was 
beaten down and the 
house 
flooded 
with water. 
A greater part 
of the 
household 
goods were saved by neighbors who

every

The house was insured for $8000 and 
the contents for $2000, which will ap­ 
ply repair the loss to house

It is believed that the fire caught 
from a defective flue fin the wall and 
communicated to the attic and roof.

weeks ago, after he had threatened a 
number of white men and w as flour 
ishing an autom atic pistol. 
He died

cases ever tried in the 
local courts.
